The following is reproduced from 
a nationally known magazine 
which I believe is of interest to 
our readers. Read every word of 
it—it is important: 


How Strikebreakers Are 
Employed in Strikes— 


When a manufacturer deter- 
mines to break a strike among his 
employes, he does not simply hang 
out a “men wanted” sign and pro- 
ceed to hire new men. On the con- 
trary, he telegraphs a strikebreak- 
ing agency—if, indeed, salesmen 
for these firms have not been on 
his doorstep for many days. Strike- 
breaking incorporated is often a 
bloody and murderous business, 
and it is manned by as choice an 
army of thugs and mercenaries as 
you would care to meet; but it is 
highly profitable. It exists in no 
other country in the world except 
the United States. 

Today the best known, though 
no longer the most extensive, of 
the strikebreaking agencies is that 
operated by a gentleman named 
Pearl L. Bergoff, the “Ited Demon,” 
whose methods illustrate the tech- 
nique of the profession. 

The Red Demon divides his men 
into three principal departments: 
the “undercover department—male 
and female mechanics and work- 
people .. . to furnish accurate in- 
formation of the movements and 
contemplated actions of their fel- 
low employes; openshop depart- 


ment—to keep the wheels of in-| 


dustry moving during a strike; 
protection department — composed 
of big disciplined men .. . for the 
protection of life and property.” 

Within the profession less formal 
descriptions are used. The men 
hired to keep the wheels of indus- 
try moving are “finks’—an un- 
derworld term for one who betrays 
his fellow workers for money; the 
guards are “captains,” while the 
spies are “boots.” 


Paying for Strikebreaking— 

The captains, most of whom are 
gangsters, act as overseers of the 
finks, as well as guards. Finks are 
frequently unreliable. They are di- 
vided into two large classes. About 
half of them are the “hungry 
scabe”—unemployed men who take 
the work in desperation. The other 
half of the finks are shiftless men; 
or criminal types—{from petty 
thieves to larcenists and murder- 
ers—to whom the confusion of a 
strike offers easy opportunities for 
looting. Finks have stolen every- 
thing from plumbing fixtures 
$50,000 worth of furs—made off 
with in a teamsters’ strike. But 
the dishonesty of the fink never 
has such free play as in trolley 
strikes. A trolley car to a fink 
crew is a letter of marque to steal 
the fares, shortchange the passen- 
gers, and operate the caw on 
whichever street pays best. 

The loot does not belong to the 
finks alone. During every hour of 
a strike the captains collect their 
tribute. The opportunity to fleece 
the finks is part of the price an 
agency has to pay for the services 
of gangsters to whom the pay of a 
captain would be paltry. 


How a Strikebreaker Works— 

The functions of strikebreakers 
do not include the operation of 
factories or tranction systems left 
idle by the strikers. Strikebreak- 
ing is rather, in the case of finks, 
a matter of putting up a show of 
activity and thus destroying the 
morale of the strikers. Meanwhile 
it can be expected that the activi- 
ties of the captains will strike ter- 
ror into the hearts of the strikers 
or precipitate violence which will 
bring public opinion, and perhaps 
the police or military, behind a 
move to end the walkout. 


Damage Strikebreakers Do— 

If the record of fatalities in nine 
major strikes which Bergoff tried 
to break were reduced to box-score 
simplicity, the table would show: 

Strikers killed by strikebreak- 
ers, 17; strikebreakers killed by 
strikers, 6; men, women, and chil- 
dren killed by strikebreaker-driven 
cars, 21; bystander killed by strike- 
breaker, 1; strikebreakers killed 
at work, 3; strikebreakers killed 
by strikebreakers in barracks, 4. 

The field for professional strike- 
breaking is wide. There is not a 
large city in the country where pri- 
vate detective agencies will not be 
glad to furnish informers, finks, 
and captains. There are 55 licensed 
detective agencies in New York 
that make urgent solicitation for 
strikebreaking work; and half a 
dozen of them have had violent 
careers.

Makes Report 


The contention has 


that the California statute requir- | 
ing prevailing wages to be paid on| 


public works is superseded by the 
terms of Chap. 403, Stats. 1935 
(Assembly Bill 2488), which gives 
to counties, cities and political sub- 
divisions of the state, the authority 
to comply with federal require- 
ments in the awarding of contracts 
for public work. 

The state labor commissioner 
feels that this is not so for the fol- 
lowing reasons: 


The prevailing wage law (Chap. | 


397, Stats. 1931) was enacted to 


take care of the specific subject | 


of wages on public work. The 1935 
chapter deals generally with public 
work conditions but contains 
specific mention of wages. 

It is well settled that where 
there is an apparent conflict be- 
tween two statutes relating to the 
same general subject matter, the 
more specific controls the general 
without regard to their compara- 
tive dates. 

Section 23°C 1 Jur. p. 786 and 
cases there cited. 

The labor commissioner also 
holds that the 1935 chapter is not 
sufficient to relkeve the state, coun- 
ties, cities or political subdivisions 
trom the duties imposed by the 


prevailing wage law because it 
merely gives them the authority 
to comply with federal require- 


ments “imposed as a condition or 
prerequisite to the loan or grant 
of tederal tunds.’’ The federal gov- 
ernment does not require that no 
more than “security wages” be paid 
by the local agencies for whom 


public work is done. These agen-! 


cies may, as far as the federal gov- 
ernment is concerned, pay more 
than the security wage if they so 
desire. The state prevailing wage 
law, therefore, remains completely 


effective to require the local agen- | 


cies to pay the prevailing rates. 

Chap. 408, Stats. 1935, may well 
be held invalid, as far as its ap- 
plicability to wages on public work 
is concerned, on the ground that 
this specific subject is not expressed 
in the title of the act as is required 
by Section 24 of Article IV of the 
state constitution. 

It would appear to be contrary 
not only to principles of fair play, 
but also to established legal prin- 
ciples, to permit an act which does 
not even mention the word 
“wages,” 
quirements of the prevailing wage 
law. 

In the enactment of the prevail- 
ing wage law the legislature was 
given full opportunity to know 
the subject matter of the act. 

This cannot be said of Assembly 
Bill 2488 if it is contended that the 
latter is in any manner sutlicient 


to supersede the prevailing wage

BUILDING TRADES REACH AN AGREEMENT 


Difficulty At 


Jobs, Black Says Local Laundry 


Alabama Senators Insists Employ- 
ers Be Compelled to Shorten 

Week and Ease Relief Costs. 

Vigorously asserting that those 
who own and control American 
industry must either shorten the 
work week or continue to pay the 
cost of unemployment relief 
through taxes, Senator Hugo L. 
Black, of Alabama, author of the 
Thirty Hour Weekly bill, said in 
Washington, D. C., 
he would strongly urge its enact- 
ment into law at the next session 
of congress which convenes in 
January. 

Indorsed by A. F. of L. 

The measure which Senator 
Black believes willl largely solve 
the unemployment problem car- 
ries the endorsement of the Am- 
erican Federation of Labor as the 
only remedy which will turn mil- 
lions of jobless workers into wage 
earners. 

It would require the application 
of the 30-hour week by business 
concerns which: 

Engage in interstate commerce; 
Receive government contracts 
loans; 

Supply materials for firms with 
government contracts. 

The ban on a work week in ex- 
cess of 30 hours would be brought 
about by preventing the shipment 
in interstate commerce of articles 
and commodities in connection 
with which persons are employed 
more than five days a week or 
six hours a day. 

Would Not Increase Prices 

Senator Black made an emphat- 
ic denial that the 30-hour week 
would curtail production and was 
equally emphatic that at wage 
rates now in effect it would “not 
necessarily mean aé_e general in- 
crease in prices.” 

The measure provides fines and 
jail sentences for employers who 
violate the law by imposing a 
work week of more than 30 hours 
on employes, but Senator 
said he did not believe these 
alties would be needed. He was 
convinced the bill would be self- 
enforcing “because employes would

their competitors did likewise.” 
Jobs for Five Million 
Those familiar with the length 
of the work week now imposed 
on the army of working men and 
women believe that the Black bill 
would regulate the working hours 


of 20,000,000 workers. <A consery- 
ative estimate is that the reduc- 


tion in the average weekly hours 
would be more than 25 per cent. 


It is estimated that the enact- 
ment of the measure into law 
would immediately provide em- 


ployment for more than 5,000,000 
jobless men and women and re- 
lieve the federal government of 
necessity of collecting hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars in 
taxes to provide the unemployed 
with the necessities of life.
